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DEATH COMES 10 
GREAT COMPOSER 


Sir Arthur Seymour Sullivan 
Dies in London. 


“CAUSED BY HEART FAILURE 


AUTHOR “PINAFORE,” “‘MIKADO,” 
AND OTHER POPULAR OPERAS. 


His Father Was a Bandmaster and 
When Eight Years of Age Young 
Arthur Was an Accom- 
plished Musician. 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—Sir Arthur Seymour 
Bullivan, the musical composer, is dead, 
the result of heart failure. 

Sir Arthur's death was very sudden. It 
»ecurred at 9 o'clock this morning. While 
he was laughing and talking he 
fell down and died within a few 
minutes of heart failure. He had been all- 
ing for some time, but it was not believed 
his heart was affected. Recently he had 
been in better health than for some weeks 
past.

Gilbert, first established the popularity of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan combination. The

When the sun arose 
Thursday morning the house presented a 
woe-begone appearance. The third story 
had been gutted by the flames. The fire- 
men had drenched the building with wa- 
ter and the water was still dripping from 
every ceiling. 

In spite of the unpropftious surroundings, 
a canary bird in a gilded cage hanging in| 
the front room on the first floor, with water | 
dripping all around, the air saturated with 
vapors from burning wood and rags, 
singing blithely. It had a good effect on the 
inmates, and all appeared less dejected be- 
cause of the bird's cheery notes.

The 
fire grew and spread silently and rapidly. 
No one dreamed of the dreaded intruder 
and they slept peacefully. The flames broke 
through the roof and illuminated the sky.

“Patience,” ‘‘lolanthe’’ and ‘“‘The Mikado,’ 
which were produced in recent vears. The 


music of the Sullivan operas is varied, 
Sparkling, dramatic and refined, and of all 
modern works none has contributed’ so 
largely to the public amusement. 

Sullivan received the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Music from the University of 
Cambridge in 1876 and Oxford in 1879. In 1878

But whatever the number, they were 
eough to stir up intense excitement among 
the passengers on the two sleepers and 
two chair cars, as well as the officials 
on the two mall cars. 

Express Messenger Avery does not say 
that he heard these shots. Possibly that 
was due to the fact that the first dyna- 
mite explosion occurred a few seconds 
after the shots were fired. It was followed 
in a few minutes bythe second. This 
rattled the windows of the Pullmans and 
the chair car and sent the passengers 
scrambling to hide their valuables. 

Conductor 8S. E. Whiteside, whose home 
is at Popular Bluff, had just passed hur- 
riedly through the coaches and intimated 
that there were train robbers on the out- 
side. Not one of the passengers ventured 
outside to investigate. They pulled down 
the shades and many of them scrambled 
under the seats. Even the members of the 
train crew. some of whom were on the 
platform when the shots were fired and 
the first explosion occurred, retreated hur- 
riedly to the interior of the coaches. 

Avery staggered through the cars with 
blood pouring from an ugly wound fn his 
cheek and his presence did not tend to 
cheer the frightened passengers.

Mr. Kruger can not but be elated at the 
warmth of his reception by the people of 
Marseilles today. He may be said to have 
been borne on an irresistible wave of en- 
thusiasm from the landing stage to his 
hotel. The broad streets and boulevards 
through which the presented a 
perfect sea of human beings, all gathered 
there prompted by the unanimous desire to 
welcome the aged Boer statesman, From 
the moment the white, 12-oared barge left 
the side of the Gelderland with Mr. Kru‘ 
ger, who appeared to be in good health, sit- 
ting in her stern. surrounded by the Boer 
representatives, including Dr. Leyds and 
Messrs. Fischer and Wessels, a storm of 
cheering broke and never ceased until Mr. 
Kruger entered his hotel. Even then a 
vast concourse of people remained In front 
of the building until Mr. Kruger appeared on 
the balcony, where he had to remain for 
fome time, uncovered, acknowledging the 
acclamations of his thousands of admirers, 
who continued cheering until they were 
hoarse with shouting. 

Replying to the addresses of welcome of 
the presidents of the Paris and Marseilles 
committee, Mr. Kruger spoke in Dutch 
and in a low voice, accompanying his words 
with energetic movements of his hat, which 
he held in his right hand. After 
the committees for the warmth of the re- 
ception accorded him, and expressing grati- 
tude for the sympathy he had received | 
from the French government, he spoke of 
the war as terrible and barbarously con- 
ducted by the British. He said:

—— ooo... as 
OUR PARAMOUNT DUTY. 


The World's Fair situation has been clearly and strongly 
stated by the leaders of the World’s Fair work. 

All of the preliminaries necessary to the organization of the 
World's Fair and the inauguration of the practical work of 
making the Fiar has been provided for except the raising of 
the fund of $5,000,000 allotted to the citizens of St. Louis—the 
capital stock of the World’s Fair company. 

The Congress of the United States, under extraordinary 
circumstances guaranteed an appropriation of $5,000,000, exclu- 
sive of government exhibits and the expense of maintaining 
them. The President approved this guarantee. 

The people of Missouri voted to amend the constitution in 
| order that St. Louis might issue bonds to the amount of $5,- 

000,000 and the state might appropriate $1,000,000 for an exhibit 
at the Fair. 

The voters of St. Louls, by an overwhelming majority, ap- 
proved of the issue of $5,000,000 of bonds in aid of the Fair.

‘These states must provide 
for exhibits this winter or withdraw from the Exposition. 

In short, the citizens of St. Louis must complete the fund 
and organize the Fair by the close of this year or abandon the 
Fair and confevs that the citizens of St. Louis alone, of all 
who were concerned in the Fair, were unwilling to do their 
part to assure its success.

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THE NIGHTINGALE, 


From the French of L. Veuillot. 


N China there was once an emperor who 
| lived in a porcelain palace that was re- 
nowned for its magnificence and the 
marvels of its gardens; this was filled with 
the rarest flowers,the most of which had lit- 
tle bells in thelr petals which made a pleas- 
ant, tinkling sound when anyone walked 
by. As to the size of this garden, it was 
so.great that even the gardeners them- 
selves did not know its boundaries.

The first thing that Mr. McGraw did on 
his arrival Thursday was to engage Tom 
Murphy to attend to the new baseball park 
in the Monumental City. This proves that 
he means business when he states that he 
will remain in Baltimore. It is almost a cer- 
tainty that St. louis will see nou more vo! 
the Baltimorean as one of her ballplayers. 

“All this talk about the St. Louis Club 
reserving me is rot,’’ said Mr. McGraw. “‘l 
only signed a one-year contract and Frank 
de Haas Robison knows this as well as I do.

With this number of candidates for the 
place, the contest promises to be lively. it 
is not likely to be as acrimonious as was 
the fight two years ago. Then Gov. Steph- 
ens was a factor in the situation, and the 
feeling that was engendered on his account 
stirred up a great @eal of bitterness. 

This time it is probable a gentleman's 
eontest will be fought and the* best man 
should win. Oné fact that tends in this 
direction is that this year none of the 
candidates will dare to make extravagant 
promises of clerical patronage. This was 
done two years ago and the result was a 
scandal of huge proportions. On account of 
the number of political funerals that resuit- 
ed from that scandal, the candidates this 
year will be chary about promising clerks 
to those whose support they solicit. 


Nine Legislators 


Are in the Race. 

The nine candidatey for the speakership 
thus far announced are: W. D. Hamilton 
of Daviess, J.*H. Whitecotton of Monroc, 
James T. Blair of De Kalb, Peter Huck of 
Ste. Genevieve, Joseph Tapley of Pike, 
Cc. C. Dickinsen of Henry, John R. Nichol- 
son of Cass, Edgar W. Woolfelk of Lin- 
céln' and Thomas Hackney of Jasper. 

These men represent every section of the 
state, and all, save Tapley, Dickinson and 
Hackney are members of the present 
House. Hamilton and Blair are from 
Northwest Missouri; Whitecotton, Tapley 
and Wolfolk are from Northeast Mis- 
sourl; Hackney is from Bouthwest Mis- 
sourt, Diekinson and Nicholson are from 
Western Missour! and Huck is from the 
southeast section.

Stirring Career 

of One Candidate. 

W. D. Hamilton is about 50 years old. 
Hie was prosecuting attorney of Daviess

Shelby for carrying concealed weapons. 
Gen. Bhelby was attendant upon the trial 
and was a fierce partisan of James. The 
town was excited and when, in an alterca- 
tion, Shelby drew a revolver, Hamilton had 
him arrested and indicted.

OF SHORT SESSION WORK. 


Action on Reduction of Southern Rep- 
resentation Will Not Be Taken 
This Winter. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Representative 
George W. Steele of Indiana, member of the 
House ways and means committee, is 
quoted as saying of the work of the ap- 
proaching short session: 

“{ expect to express my personal judg- 
ment only when I gay that it would be a’ 
good thing for Congress to take action to- 
ward materially reducing the number and 
amount of taxes being paid by the people 
under the present revenue act. 

“I don’t think there is much doubt con- 
cerning the passage of the ship subsidy 
bill during this session. The intention is to 
get this measure before the House as early 
It is a bill that ought certainly 


“Under present conditions, | am not in- 


clined to favor the establishment of an 
army of 100,000, as is being advocated in 
certain sections. Under the present law we 
have from 63,000 to 66,000 men. That Is quite 
a large army. Now, when the conditions 
become such that an army of that size is 
not needed we could easily reduce the num- 
ber. | am not in favor of a permanent army 
of 100,000 just now, because I want to ascer- 
tain accurately before I vete on the sub- 
ject just how many men we are likely to 
need when the army in Porto Rico has been 
reduced, when troops have been withdrawn 
from Cuba and when the war in the PHil- 
ippines reselves itself into seme tangible 
form or is concluded and guerrilla warfare 
is stopped. 

“I think that the bill providing for a re- 
apportionment, so as to regulate the mem- 
bership of the House in accordance with | 
the increase in population, will be passed. 
Some states under this law will no sath: 
suffer, while others wil! benefit. 

“I don't think that the subject of de- | 
creased southern representation as a sep- 
arate matter will be considered at this ses- 
sion. There ig no time for the discussion 
of that problem during a short session.’
